BATTLE FIELD ELUIJUEHIJE

No richor or more yaluable oloquenocs lins
ever been uttered than that spoken oyer
the grayes of man who bave died in battle.
From old Athens to the tew Americi this
kind of thunder has rolled’ along for the
liying heart. It is possible the Groeks be
gan this now venerable costume of recall-
ing the dead warrlor.  In the earller epochis
the soldier was only a slave and merited
nothing, whether in life or In death, But
In the land of Pericles and Plato the soldler
became the highest form of human noble-
ness, his honor was cgual o that of the
orator, or artist, or poot, aml when he died
lighting for Greece his tomb becamos worthy
of tears. By uatural process the land
which could fivst percalve the yalues of o
horoie defender was the land which could
fiest find that strange power of speech
which Is called eloquence. The reason of
such dignified and emotlonal speech cama
i that imeasprement of o manhood which
could die for the publie anfery and welfare,
A Iu'\r{llnu- of oulogy hind 1o come because
persons had wlio were
worthiy of the most stately pralse.  Thus
un ologuence was born where the great free
soldier wnse born, The peninsula which
produced the powerful fine arts, which
mads the miud capable of exprossing ltself
fu poetry, history, philosophy and the
drama, made also the soldier and the elo-
guence which could reconnt his worth.

The patriotic soldier Is as moch a plece
of fine work as 18 the statue ot the marble
temple. There must enter into his men-
sl composition the power to comprehend
and Tove a good conptry.  Our Washington
hud to be one of 1hs grestoest mon before
coudd be ope of the greatest of soldiers.
Thus with Cromwaoll sud the Prince of
Orange. With this kind of greatoess the
Groek soldier came into the history of the
waorld. Bebind thoe Perslan troops weut a
driver with o whip, but each Greak soldier
earried his impulse all lo bls own miod, It
was from this faet of personal worth came
Lthe desire of the Athenian eminant eitlzens
o be also soldlers. Demostbenes. enlisod | ¢
and went into battle, aud although history
reports bim as becoming panic-stricken
arnd retrebting In borror, yot his enlisting
botrmyod bis deslre to reach the soldier's
holght of bowor. Ferloles,
and orator, passed on to mdd the wiliary
fame. Soerates went to war, amd with ail
his glant powoer carried the wounnded
Xenoplione off the feld, Here, therefore,
whers the soldier attslned such reach of
mind and sueh renown, the graves of the

They haye all gone luto the
perpetunl exile of death  that disunion
might coase, that slayes might go froe, that
the North aud South wight end along wii-
mnoslty In a onger feiendship, and that the
prople oppressed In despotic lands ight
look neroxs the sea and porcalye the fact
and blessedness of Hberty, Great was the
cause for which they fought and® groat is
the honor beneath which they sloep,

In the whole history of man there noyer
muriched move Intelllgent armics thin those
which tramped Lo and fro upon the banks
of the James viver and the Mississippi,
The farmer's son, the lawyer, the gradu-
nbe, cho editor, the school-mastor, the an-
thor met in the volunteer's camp and
quickly learned the steps, the signals and
the whole ceremony of war. They knew
the value of the Republie whieli ‘their
fathers had (ounded.  They, with the
calmest reason, offerad Lo place thelr bxdies
between their native land and its ruln. No
grayes in the classie flelds were eyer so
great as those now hidden under our
American grass, Outof thewm should spring
an eloquence in whish should be interwoven
gratitude for such sons and wisdom for the
fature, awakened and inspired by » long
roll-¢all of dead heroes, Tongues capable
of this form of oxalted speeel should tell
the great story of patriotism to that gener-
alion which has come up from childhood
to manhood since the surrender at Rjel-
mond,

The spectaclo of a free people whoso
millions of black citlzgens are now on thely
way toward Industry and aducation, the
coming of a new South, the stroengthening
friendship between the states whielh werp
hostile for Lwo. genorations, tho great un-
folding of the new Terrilories into powiy-
ful commonwealths, the National pride at
home and the Nablonal honor abrosd make
the towbe of the desd heroes more sigulll-
caul to-day when the lowers of spring and
aunmmer give way Lo autumnal tiats.  Soon
Arifts of snow slinll hide from alphit the
tombs, and simple Lesdstones that mark
the last resting place of those whe féll in
defanse of our contitry’s hionor,

It fs 0 sad thought that all this greatness
s Lo spring np frome the  Llosdy tield
where noblo men were dylug, Dt i he Gt
Is eyldent as the salness is great.
